MANY FLEE FROM HOMES 


Escaping Ammonia Gas Routs 
Families; Loss Is Placed 
at $7000. 


A spectacular fire, accompanied by an 
explosion and an escape of ammonia gas, 
=recked a portion of the Polar Wave 
Ice Co.’s recently completed warehouse 
at Thirteenth and Wash streets at 5 
a. m. Thursday. 

The fire caused great excitement in 
the neighborhood because of fear that 
it would spread to nearby dwellings and 
stores. Twenty firemen on the roof were 
imperiled when the explosion occurred 


and it was thought for a time that 
they had fallen into the fire. Some ran 
down ladders and others jumped to the 
ing buildings. 

. Fireman William Dixon of Engine Co 
4 was caught in a gust of flame. Burns 
‘on his face and hands were dressed at 
the city dispensary.

9 warehouse is a prick structure; 
about half a block long and of a height 
equivalent to that of a four-story build- 
ing. It contained 35,000 tons of ice. The 
building is without windows. The ice 
was packed in cork dust, and as an ad- 
Gitional precaution against melting a 
network of ammonia pipes ran through 


the two storage floors to keep the tem- 


perature near the freezing point. 

Cork dust for packing the ice was 
conveyed through an inclosed shoot 
from the ground floor to the upper 
floors. Electric machinery operated 
the hoisting apparatus in the chute. 
Fire Chief Swingley believes a spark 
from the electric motor ignited the 
cork dust, and that this ‘developed 
gases which exploded when the burn- 
ing cork dust reached the air at the 
top of the chute. The cork dust ex- 
Plosion or the heat following it, 
caused ammonia pipes to burst.

Capitalist Tells Equalization 
Board His Legal Home Is in 
New York State. 


John Scullin, a capitalist, told the 
Board of Equalization Thursday he 
wanted to be exempted from paying a 
personal tax in St. Louis because he 
had taken up his legal residence a year 


ago in St. Lawrence County, New York. 

Scullin paid the city $3569.16 in pert 
sonal taxes last year on an assessment 
of $160,870. He did not make a tax re- 
turn this year and the district assessor 
placed his personal assessment at 4150. 
000, and doubled this because of Scul- 
lin’s failure to make a return. 

Taken Under Advisement. 

In order to avoid being taxed on 
$300,000, Scullin, with his attorney, 
Ben Schnurmacher, appeared before 
the board. He explained that his per- 
sonal property in St. Louis, which he 
values at $3000, consists of the house- 
hold furniture in the old Scullin home 
at 5218 South Broadway, an office 
desk, chair and carpet, and an auto- 
mobile seven years old. 

The board took Scullin’s explana- 
tion under. advisement. 

8 Starting for his New York farm 

Bcuilin: told an- -eegdnint 
ance that one of his principal reasons 
for giving up his residence in St. Louis 
was the manner in which he and other 
rich men had been treated by the tax 
assessor. 

He complained that the men of wealth 
had been looked upon with suspicion in 
St. Louis, particularly with respect to 
their assessments. 

He expressed a desire \to live 42 the 
quietude of the farm, where he would 
be free from the annoyance to which 
he had been subjected in St. Louis. 

Scullin’s attitude was the result of 
suits by Tax Assessor Brinkop filed 
against him, David R. Francis, Festus 
. Wade and several other wealthy Cite 
itzens. 

Home at Birthplace. 

Scullin’s new legal residence is the 
farm on which he was born, 78 years 
ago. He has built a magnificent home 
on the farm, which he now owns, and 
for several years he expressed a strong 
desire to return to it. In recent years 
he made an annual pilgrimage to the 
iarm in an automobile, accompanied by 
three or four St. Louis friends.

Firemen at Night Carry Guests 
Down Ladders; Only Two 
Persons Seriously. Hurt. 


COURTHOUSE DESTROYED 


Priceless Treasures of Spanish 
Days Lost in Flames in Old- 
est Town in Country. 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla., April 2.—Fire 
of unknown origin early today destroyed 
five tourist hotels, the Florida, the Mun- 
son, the Clairmont, the Atlantic and the 
Central, and the county courthouse, the 
Genovar Opera House, the Posner Boat 
Clubhouse and a number of residences 
in St. Augustine, the oldest town in the 


United States. Property damage is es- 
timated at between $500,000 and $750,000. 
No lives were lost, but two persons were 


seriously injured and several others sus- 


tained minor injuries. 

An unidentified woman suffered a 
dislocation of the neck and she was 
probably fatally hurt when she plunged 
from the third-story of a residence. A. 
Bibby, a guest at the Florida, broke a 
leg in leaping from the second floor 
of the hotel. He will recover.

The fire started in the south wing of 
the Florida a large wooden structure, 
and spread rapidly to other 
wooden buildings. The first alarm 
was turned in at 1 o'clock. Firemen 
first. turned their attention to rescuing 
guests at the Florida, 2% of whom 
were carried down ladders. Occupants 
of the other hotels were warned of their 
danger, and many fled into the. streets 
without any attempt to save their pe- 
sonal belongings.. Hotel employes drilled 
daily for .fires prevented panic at the 
Florida. 

When all the guests of the Florida 
were accounted for, the hotel manager 
gave a signal and the employes left the 
building carrying such valuables as they 
had time to remove.

Families Separated. 

With the city crowded with winter 
visitors, hundreds of persons during 
the fire ran excitedly. through the 
streets.

Adjutant-General Foster established an 
information bureau in the plaza and 
every effort was made, with the help 
of the militia, to locate friends and 
relatives of inquirers. 

The burned area was a show 
of the city. 

The St. John’s County Cort House, 
which was destroyed, was supposed to 
be fireproof.

When the fire attacked the Power

MEXICO CITY, April 2.—‘‘Before 
leaving these precincts I must engrav® 
upon your hearts that it is my purpose. 
as I have said before to the Natioffal 


Congress, to achieve the peace of the 
country, and if, to do so, your sacrifice 
and mine shall be indispensable, you 
and I will know how to sacrifice our- 
selves. This is my purpose or, what is 
the same thing, my profession of po- 
litical faith.“ 

With this statement President Huerta 
ended his message to Congress which 
convened last night. The document 
otherwise was devoid of sensational 
statements or dramatic effects. 
Throughout the reading neither the 
members nor those in the gallery in- 
terrupted with applause. 

Reads His Own Message. 

The President, as usual, occupied the 
chair behind the reading desk. Just be- 
fore his closing words he paused and 
surveyed the house, which became un- 
usually silent. He pointed his finger as 
he impressed upon the Congress his 
“profession of political faith.” Then 
came applause with cries of “Viva 
Huerta!” in a volume sufficient to make 
up for the lack of it during the early 
part of his speech. 


In his message, Huerta said he re- 


trained from extensive mention of in- 


ternational relations, although he com- 
mented with some bitterness upon the 
discussions of the various governments 
and the difficulties the Mexican Gov- 
ernment had encountered in obtaining 
money owing to “the influence exer- 
cised by the strange attitude of a cer- 
tain power towards Mexico.” 
Mentions U. 8. but Once, 

The only direct reference to the 
United States was when he said: “‘Re- 
ferring to the Department of Foreign 
Relations, I must tell you that the 
Government has earnestly endeavored 
to develop a just nationalistic policy, 
which, .far from injuring our interna- 
tional Felations, has resulted in making 


them the most cordlal possible with the | 


chief powers of the world. 

“Some of the American states have 
not yet recognized the constitutional 
government ad interim of the Republic, 
but the greater number of them keep 
in Mexico diplomatic representatives 
and no one of them has interrupted re- 
lations with the Republic. The United 
States has been 80 good as to invite 
me, through His Excellency, President 
Wilson, to organize, in common, ac-

W HAVEN, Conn., April 2—The 


authorities are investigating one of the 
strangest poison mysteries that ever has 


come to their attention. John J. Hogan, 
an inventor, well known socially, was 
arrested, Tuesday, charged with at- 
tempting to murder by administrating 
poison. He was bailed in $5000. Hogan 
says the charge would look like a joke 
if it were not for its seriousness. 
Coroner Eli L. Mix is disinclined to 
talk for publication. He says, however, 
mat enough cyanide of potassium to kill 
a dozen person~ was discovered. 

A strange feature is that the intended 
victims, it is said, are the inventor's 
wife and her dearest friend, a Miss 
Margaret Williams, of New Haven. 
Neither women appears as voluntary 
complainant. 

Live in Handsome Home. 

The Hogans live in a handsomely fur- 
nished cottage at 27 Bay View place, 
Pidg. East [West Haven, Conn. They have been 
at once and gu married about 12 years, but have no 
children. Mrs. Hogan says her married 

— 

life has been happy. 

Miss Williams, who is middle-aged and 
possessed of means, has been a regular 
visitor to the Hogan home. About a 
month ago, when she was a guest there, 
Hogan is said to have become irritated 
over a trifle and is said to have an- 
nounced “either she (Miss. Williams) 
gets out of the house or I WIII.“ Neither 
went, and Miss Williams continued to 
call as usual. 

Hogan has been suffering from stom- 
ach trouble and has been getting his 
meals recently at irregular intervals. A 
week ago last Monday his wife served 
supper ahead of the accustomed time 
and he ate it alone. Then he went to 
the sitting room to read. Soon Mrs. 
Hogan and Miss Williams sat down to 
thefr meal. 

Noticed a Queer Taste. 

Tea was served with their supper. Ho- 
gan had drunk some and later Mrs. 
Hogan poured tea out of the same pot 
for herself and her caller. A pot con- 
taining hot water also was on the table, 
as well as a small pitcher of cream. 

Mrs. Hogan drank ner tea with her 
meal, while Miss Williams took her’s 
afterward. Soon after the two women 
nad seated themselves a neighbor ap- 
peared and said Miss Williams was 
wanted on the telephone. She went to 
the neighbor’s house and returned 10 
n-inutes later. Her tea cup was empty. 
She refilled it and added sugar and 
cream. She declared it had a peculiarly 
bitter taste. She called Mrs. Hogan's 
attention to it. The latter said the tea 
surely tasted queer. 

The women decided to have the con- 
tents of the cups analyzed, so Mrs. 
Hogan put thg tea in a bottle. She then 
poured a fresh cup of tea. There ap- 
peared to be nothing wrong about that 

The bottle was given to the family 
physician, who passed it along to a 
chemist. Analysis showed the tea con- 
tained cyanide of potassium. 

Coroner Causes His Arrest, 

Coroner Mix sent for Hogan, que. 
tioned him and then talked with Mrs. 
Hogan and Miss Williams. From the 
latter, it is said, he learned of the al- 
leged quarrel with Hogan. The Coroner 
had Hogan arrested charged with at- 
tempted murder. His sister, Miss Jane 
Hogan, went on his bond. 

Hogan insists he had no cyanide of 
potassium and that he had no reason for 
wishing to kill Miss Williams or his 
wife. He says the so-called quarrel with 
Miss Williams virtually amounted to 
nothing. 

Mrs. Hogan today told her husband’s 
counsel, David E. Fitzgerald, that there 
was no truth in the report she and 
Hogan had not got along pleasantly. 
Miss Williams has_left town. It is said 
she has gone to visit friends in Wash- 
ington, and that her departure was at 
the request of Coroner Mix. 

Mrs. Hogan says she did not leave the 
dining room while Miss Williams was 
at the neighbors answering the telephone 
call and that during the same period he- 
husband did not enter the room. Yet 
poison was found in the cup of tea 
poured out for Miss Williams. The hear- 
ing in the case has been set down for 
April 11.

John Jackson Cole, % years old, son 
of Amedee B. Cole of 3705 Lindell boule- 
vard, appeared in Curcult Judge Wurde- 
man’s court at Clayton, Thursday, for 
a hearing on his application for a pa- 
role from a sentence to a year in jail 
for assault with intent to kill.

Father Caused Prosecution. 

Cole’s prosecution was brought about 
indirectly by his father after the young 
man announced, in 1912, that. he would 
sue his father for alienation of the af- 
fections of his wife, Dorothy Cole, who 
now lives in Joplin, Mo. Since then 
there has been a reconciliation between 
father and son and the father st- 
ing the son in efforts to obtain a le. 

Cole was charged with shooting ‘at 
Oliver Heimbeucher, a neighbor, near 
the Cole country home in South Kirk- 
wood, on June 9, 1910, when Cole found 
his wife visiting Heimbeucher’s mother. 
It was agreed Cole would not be prose- 
cuted if he left the state. He lived in 
Haat St. Louis for a time with his wife, 
— ho finally left him to return to her 
father’s home. 

A warrant for Cole was issued April 
12, 1911, and he was not arrested until 
Nov. 16, 1912, after he had taken sides 
against his father in a family feu: 
growing out ot the management of the 
estate of Nathan Cole, father of Amedec 
B. Cole. 

Cole now is farming near Union, Mo.

It is trying to frighten the St. Louis manu- 
facturers into supporting its monoply practices 
which have plundered them, by making the manu- 
facturers believe that these practices are necessary 
to their prosperous activities. 

Because the court has ordered the terminal to 
restrict its activities to terminal work as the com- 
mon terminal agent of all the railroads and to 
cease ‘operating under the fiction that it is an in- 
dependent railroad taking and rebilling goods de- 
livered from other railroads, the combine threat- 
ens the local manufacturers with a cessation of 
its switching service betwen St. Louis tracks of 
its system and the East Side. 

We know of nothing in the decision which for- 
bids the Terminal to cease any of its switching 
services. It can switch cars to any part of its 
system and deliver or receive cars as a terminal 
system from another railroad. But it cannot set 
itself up as a railroad, independent of and sepa- 
rate from the railroads owning or using it, and 
accepting freight as such rebill it to any part of 
its system on the east or west side. The Ter- 
minal will be compelled to do the work it ought 
to do as a terminal and cease doing the work of 
a railroad and making arbitrary charges there- 
for. 

The ruling of the Supreme Court, when en- 
forced, will result in large benefits to shippers. 
Illegal charges that are now made by railroads 
and by the Terminal on the theory that the Ter- 
minal is an independent railroad and not, as the 
Supreme Court described it, a common terminal 
and an extension of the tracks of the railroads 
using it, will be eliminated. It is in anticipation

Coal in Hold Generates Gas ani 
Sailors Fall Unconscious Risk- 
ing Lives for Each Other. 


~~ 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—Readiness 
of men of the navy to tisk their lives 
at all times to save their shipmates is 
strikingly illustrated in a report to the 
Navy Department from the commanaing 
officer of the collier Jupiter, which \wis 
made public today. 

“On March 16 last,” the report says, 
“Ordinary Seamen Curtis, Fritz ud 
Anding went down in No. 13 hold of the 
Jupiter to coal the galley. About 500 
tons of coal were stored in this hold 
and subsequent developments showed 
that gas had collected. 

“Fritz, becoming faint, started back 
up the ladder, but fell unconscious. 
Anding placed the hoisting line around 
Fritz, and Curtis went up for help. Sea- 
man Stanley then went below to bring 
up Fritz. As soon as the latter had 
been removed, Anding himself dropped 
back unconscious. “ 

‘‘Boatswain’s Mate Leitner then went 
down to put the line around Anding, 
but found he had fallen so far from 
the ladder the line would not reach 
him. He then tried to drag Anding, 
but was himself overcome, and fell 
back into the hatch. Boatswain W. 
T. Shaw went below and endeavored 
to drag the unconscious men to the 
ladder, but could not move them. 


“Chief Carpenter Kempton and Ord- 


nary Seaman Ferguson went into the 
hold to Assist. Ordinary Seaman Curtis 
went back a second time. The executive 
officer had a line thrown into the hold 
from the coal boom, and Boatswain 
Shaw placed this around Anding, and 
he was hauled out. He then started 
to put the line around Leitner, but 
was overcome before he could finish his 
task. Kempton, Curtis and Ferguson 
finished it.and Leitner and Shaw was 
hoisted out. 

„The three men then started for the 
ladder, but Kempton and Curtis were 
overcome, and fell back. Ordinary Sea- 
men Sales and Simpson then went to 
the rescue, and all were hauled: to 
safety.”
